Rep. Beall is biding his lime o n the entire issue 
o f &id fo r Euro pe until he ha.s had an o ppo rtunity 
to study the repo rt fro m co ngressio nal co mmittees 
which liav e been Inv estigating co nditio ns in Euro pe. 
He Intends, v erj’ widely , to withho ld any decisio n o n 
ho w he will v o le o n the questio n to co me, so o ner o r 
later, befo re Co ngress. 
Rep. Beall’s co nstituents will welco me this news 
o f his intentio ns to await a careful .study befo re 
ro Tnmltting himself o n the Marshall Plan. He is o f 
the o pinio n that any future lo an to Euro pean natio ns 
aho y ld carry the pro v l.so 
requiring 
the recipient 
roun tries * to help themselv es" and no t depend so lely 
o n ft» d fro m Uncle Sam 
Such an atUtude Is an indicatio n tha t he. fo r 
o ne. do es no t intend to giv e assurance.^ to President 
Truman o f quick actio n o n the Marshall Plan in 
return fo r io regcir.g a .special se.ssio n o f Co ngress. The 
President is no t likely to receiv e such a guarantee 
fro m any Republicans. No r .sho uld he receiv e them. 
The pro blem o f aid to Western Euro pe is no t o ne 
tha t cin be so lv ed in a week o r a mo nth. There Is no 
agreement in this co untry o n the ty pe o r quality o f 
S L^L^Mce o r o n the manner o f administering it, as 
Mr. Beall so aptly po ints o ut. These are questio ns 
that require ex tended study and tha t arc certain to 
cro v o ke lo ng debate. 
The fact 
tha t few Americans, perhaps no ne, 
ano w precisely what America o ught to do fo r Euro pe 
o r ho w it o ught to be do ne. The Admlni.stratio n must 
bear the respo nslbUity fo r this co nfusio n. It urges 
ado pticm o f the Marshall Plan, but giv es no o utline 
ci pro po f^d terms, altho ugh the State Department 
Ti'^w ^ y s it will hav e the fo rmula ready when Co ngre.ss 
m eets.'but until it Ls submitted and a study made 
o f n it Is unfair to ex pect any member o f Co ngress 
to co mmit himself. The Administratio n asserts tha t 
Euro pe is in need o f American help, but neither en- 
rio rses no r refutes the claims fo r aid set fo rth by 
Furo pean lea tiers. 
With respect to this who le matter, the na uo n 
as no t had co mpetent leadership. There ha s been 
. ri appeal to the humanitarian instincts o f the peo ple, 
and the po int has been made tha t the Marshall Plan 
will serv e to blo ck further inro ads by co mmunism in 
the natio ns o f Western Euro pe. But tha t do es no t 
mean tha t Co ngress sho uld step up and sign a blank 
check. 
Befo re the American tax pay ers see their mo ney 
o ssed to the wind.s, they want to kno w who is to get 
ho w much and what it is to be used fo r. 
Rep Beall, after citing the fa ct tha t the United

Ru.ssian armies were marching o n the city , bi^t 
Hitler had ho pes two lo y al battalio ns wo uld be able 
to keep a way o pen fo r his escape. 
When to ld tha t 
Oo enng and Himmler had deserted him. and fearful 
o f a fate .similar to tha t which befell Musso lini, he to ld 
the o thers he wo uld co mmit suicide, to gether with 
Ev a Braun, and o rdered their bo dies burned. 
Ax mann said the fuehrer walked the flo o r all

The 
ciTicer saw much of Y asha during 
their 14 m onths together as prison­ 
ers of the G erm ans a t Camp B rand­ 
enb urg. 
'Yasha wa.s captured, along w ith 
rem m uits of his motorized unit, dur­ 
ing the b attle for Viteb sk early in 
19 42. T he m an. then ab out 30, was 
ragged and half-starved. T he G er­ 
m ans announced tha t they had him, 
b ut no food, clothing or medical 
supplies ever were sent to him. He 
wa.s saved from starvation within 
the cam p b y other prisoners. 
Ex tremely Diffident 
He was ex trem ely diffident a t 
first, b ut eventually thawed out and 
b ecame friends with the F» olish offi­ 
cer. The officer introduced him once 
as “Capt. Stalin," and Ya.sha Im­ 
m ediately corrected him. 
“My 
nam e 
is 
Dzugashvili.” he 
said. "Stalin is the war nam e of 
my father, and does not b elong to 
me." 
Y asha adm itted later tha t he and 
his father seldom saw’ each other. 
As a son of S talin ’s first wife, he 
learned to resent the suceeding two. 
As a young m an he was heard 
pointing out w hat he b elieved to b e 
flaws in the Soviet system, and was 
arrested b y the Ogpu and charged 
With “plotting against the person of 
Stalin.” He was released and ap­ 
parently ex iled from Mascow’. 
Yasha never joined in quiet talk 
concerning the hopes of escape. 
“W here would I go?” he asked. 
“In the Ru.ssian Army an officer is 
not supiKXsed to surrender. I could 
nave fought to the end.’’ 
Y asha’.s adm iration for the Rod 
Army remained enormous a t B rand­ 
enb urg. the officer writes. He m e­ 
chanically .sounded m any Russian 
catch-phrases, including some which 
were surprising at tha t stage of the 
war. 
He told the officer tha t the B ritish 
would "iight to the last Ficnchm an, 
Pole and C anadian;” that Poland 
would b ecome a Soviet puppet and 
tliat Russia mu.st conquer the west 
b ecaiLse it wiu*^ “rotten’’ and mu.st 
b e .saved. 
Ya.sha wa.s removed .suddenly one 
d iv and the nex t day the G erm ans 
claimed 
unearthing 
10.000 
Poles 
slain at K atyn b y the Ru.ssians. The 
prisoners were told tha t Poles in 
ihc camp m ight have killed Yasha 
for revenge, if he had not b een 
moved b efore the story b roke. 
Yasha was lib erated b y the G I’s 
in the M unich area at the end of 
th( war and returned to the an- 
unymity of his earlier life—or w’orse.

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Rep. Beall Reveals Stand 
On American Aid To Europe 
Representative J. Glenn Beall’s forthright stand 
on the question of aid to Europe, as disclosed in a 
statement he issued several days ago, furnishes much 
food for thought. The Sixth District Congressman, 
while calling for cooperation in assisting European 
nations, voiced opposition to any form of "interna­ 
tional WPA,” and rightly so. 
While admitting that the United Stat es "can’t sit 
back and shut itself off from the rest of the world/* 
Mr. Beall is of the opinion that European countries 
should show they are making every effort to help 
themselves. He added, "I don’t like the idea of a 
worldwide WPA,” and observed that "everybody over 
the world seems to be waiting for a handout from 
us.” 
Rep. Beall is biding his time on the entire issue 
of aid for Europe until he has had an opportunity 
to study the report from congressional committees 
which have been investigating conditions in Europe. 
He intends, very wisely, to withhold any decision on 
how he will vote on the question to come, sooner or 
later, before Congress. 
Rep. Beall’s constituents will welcome this news 
of his Intentions to await a careful study before 
committing himself on the Marshall Plan. He is of 
the opinion that any future loan to European nations 
should carry the proviso 
requiring 
the recipient 
countries "to help themselves” and not depend solely 
on ald from Uncle Sam 
Such an attitude is an indication that he, for 
one, does not intend to give assurances to President 
Truman of quick action on the Marshall Plan in 
return for foregoing a special session of Congress. The 
President is not likely to receive such a guarantee 
from any Republicans. Nor should he receive them. 
The problem of ald to Western Europe is not one 
that can be solved in a week or a month. There is no 
agreement in this country on the type or quality of 
assistance or on the manner of administering It, as 
Mr. Beall so aptly points out. These are questions 
that require extended study and that are certain to 
orovoke long debate. 
The fact is that few Americans, perhaps none, 
know precisely what America ought to do for Europe 
or how it ought to be done. The Administration must 
bear the responsibility for this confusion. It urges 
adoption of the Marshall Plan, but gives no outline 
of proposed terms, although the State Department 
now says it will have the formula ready when Congress 
meets, but until it is submitted and a study made 
of it, it is unfair to expect any member of Congress 
to commit himself. The Administration asserts that 
Europe is in need of American help, but neither en­ 
dorses nor refutes the claims for aid set forth by 
European leaders. 
With respect to this whole matter, the nation 
has not had competent leadership. There has been 
an appeal to the humanitarian instincts of the people, 
and the point has been made that the Marshall Plan 
will serve to block further inroads by communism in 
the nations of Western Europe. But that does not 
mean that Congress should step up and sign a blank 
check. 
Before the American taxpayers see their money 
ossed to the winds, they want to know who is to get 
how much and what it is to be used for. 
Rep. Beall, after citing the fact that the United 
Btates exports in connection with shipments of food 
and other help to Europe are closely tied In with our 
own price structure, reiterates his belief that it is 
most important that this country should proceed 
slowly and cautiously. He will find much support for 
his stand.

Hitler 
Dead,Again 


Hitler has died again. 
The somewhat gory de­ 
tails of his passing have been supplied by Arthur 
Axmann, former leader of the Nazi youth movement 
and an intimate of the fuehrer. 
His story follows 
the pattern of those formerly told, but with consider­ 
able more plausibility. 
Axmann was a member of 
the small party, including Hitler, which had taken 
refuge in an air raid bunker in Berlin. 
Russian armies were marching on the city, bi^t 
Hitler had hopes two loyal battalions would be able 
to keep a way open for his escape. 
When told that 
Goering and Himmler had deserted him, and fearful 
of a fate similar to that which befell Mussolini, he told 
the others he would commit suicide, together with 
Eva Braun, and ordered their bodies burned. 
Axmann said the fuehrer walked the floor all 
night, and as morning came fired a bullet into his 
mouth. 
Eva had taken poison. 
The pair was found 
in an inner room. Hitler sitting upright, Eva’s head on 
his shoulder. 
The bodies were carried outside, saturated with 
gasoline and burned. 
The remains were dumped in 
a shell hole and covered with dirt. 
This may explain 
why they were not found, giving birth to many rumors 
they had escaped in some mysterious manner. 
80 Hitler is dead, again. 
None could have passed 
more ingloriously.

80 doctors must create "a nationwide emergency 
plan” to care for casualties if atomic warfare strikes 
the United States!

OOTBALL is one of 
American 
grand old sports and each week­ 
end during the autum n months 
it attracts millions of spectators. 
But when two teams meet, it is well 
named—a battle. 
The boys are 
having fun but the game is strenu­ 
ous and calls for strength and skill. 
It is obvious th at such 
vigorous 
exertion offers m any opportunities 
for casualties. 
They 
are probably 
not as serious as those 
resulting 
from boxing but a larger variety is 
passible. 
Furtherm ore, practically 
all the players survive and are rare­ 
ly left with residual defects. 
But 
when an injury occurs, the disabil­ 
ity may prevent further participa­ 
tion and interfere with other stud­ 
ent activities. 
This is often a great blow to the 
spectators especially when a star is 
involved. B ut the customers seldom 
think of the feelings of the player 
who, like a war hero, is soon forgot­ 
ten. 
Therein lies the thanks for 
"dying for dear old . . . ’—some­ 
thing each boy m ust think cf who 
looks upon the game as more than 
a sport and body builder. 


Fearer accidents arise if the play­ 
er is alert, well 
trained, 
and re­ 
members 
how 
to guard 
himself 
when tackling qr blocking. 
In ad­ 
dition. he m ust wear 
the 
proper 
gear and be in good physical condi­ 
tion. 
But most of 
these 
precau­ 
tions are of no avail when fatigue 
sets in. The tired lad gets bounced 
about and. before long, a misad­ 
venture will cause him U> be carried 
away on a stretcher. 
McPhee 
compiled 
statistics 
a t 
Princeton for

1933 to 
1942. 
He found th at each contest­ 
a n t had a 70 per cent chance of be­ 
ing hurt at some time in the scrim­ 
mage. 
Moreover, the average per­ 
iod of incapacity was 52 days. W hen 
these figures are interpreted we can 
see th a t a certain num ber of the 
m ishaps are slight; others more 
serious. T hirty per cent were severe 
and demanded considerable time for 
tepair. 
This was not 
good 
for 
Princeton as one-half the victims 
were key men. Each squad can ex­ 
pect to lose one per cent of its mem­ 
bers yearly because of damage to 
head or knee. One in 25 were un­ 
able to perform during the entire 
season. 


The football 
season 
lasts from 
eight to 
IO weeks. Some 
schools 
have spring training; others play 
post-season games. As a rule, there 
are between 50 and 
70 
days on 
which catastrophes can take place 
and over half occur during the two 
or three weeks of practice. It is lit­ 
tle wonder th a t the coaches feel re­ 
lieved when the athletes are ready 
to meet their opponents. 
Bruises and sprains are encoun­ 
tered m ost frequently. 
Healing is 
generally rapid unless complicated 
by hemorrhages or calcium depos­ 
its. O ther afflictions include to m 
muscles, fractures, dislocations, and 
brain concussions. Lacerations and 
injuries to the teeth and nose are 
fairly common. 
Nevertheless, foot­ 
ball will continue to be popular and 
m any colleges are making a con­ 
centrated effort to minimize its 
hazards. 
Apparently the dangers 
are decreasing since athletic direc­ 
tors and coaches have determined 
the 
causes. 
In 
addition, 
better 
equipment is available to safeguard 
the participants as well as make 
them more comfortable.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 19-O ne of 
the most im portant treasures of 
war information in existence are 
the Nazi files seized by the U. S. 
Army after it entered Germany. 
The Nazis were methodical keepers 
of records, and almost everything 
they did, ranging from conferences 
with Hitler to actions by deputy 
fuehrers, 
was 
faithfully 
recorded 
and filed away. 


In the opinion of Secretary 
•I the Army Kenneth Royal!, 
these papers, which throw sijc- 
nifirant light on how we ran 
avoid war in the future, should 
be made available to the Amer­ 
ican people. American soldiers 
gave their blood to rapture 
them, and Royall has tried to 
persuade the State Department 
to open the Ales to the public. 


However. Wall Street banker Bob 
Lovett, Acting Secretary of State, 
feels otherwise. And following his 
usual hush-hush policy, these re­

business. Like the turtle, they have 
been passed over by time and evolu­ 
tion. After observing their form of 
comedy, any good anthropologist 
could reconstruct the whole history 
of tile amusement Industry from 
Barnum to Goldwyn. 
Incidentally, they too have “a new 
singing discovery," a girl named 
Basan Miller. She sang In a sexy, 
almost leering voice, about disposing 
of her blues somewhere or other. 
And while we’re about it, we m ightt 
settle once and for all the question 
as to where singing discoveries are 
discovered. 
You find them under 
cabbage leaves. I ’m told, in the light 
of the full moon in late Aug ast. If 
they're not harvested by August, 
they go to seed. 
There appears to be a small, not 
very Im portant trend this year to­ 
ward the glorification of columnists. 
Christoher 
Wells, 
the 
crusading 
rolumnisL on the C B S . show of 
th a t name, has already been ex­ 
plained here. 
In addition to Mr. 
Wells, Phil Silvers has been operat­ 
ing a column (Phil Silvers Show’, 
ABC.

“Under proper direction the Jews 
should now*, in the course of the 
final solution, be brought to the 
East in a suitable way for use as 
labor. 
In big labor gangs, with 
separation of the sexes, the Jews 
capable of work are brought to 
these areas and employed In road- 
building, in which task undoubtedly 
a great part will fall out through 
natural diminution. 


"The remnant that finally is 
able to sarvive all this—since 
this is undoubtedly the part 
with the strongest resistance- 
must be given treatment ac­ 
cordingly. since these people, 
representing a natural selection, 
are to be regarded as the germ 
eel! of a new Jewish problem 
in the Government General la 
primarily the responsibility of 
the Chief of the Seenrity Police 
and the SD and his work waa 
supported by the agencies of 
the Government General.

had only one request, that the 
Jewish problem in this terri­ 
tory be solved aa quickly aa 
possible.

A Polish officer, wriing in "Re­ 
venue Genera Ie Beige,’* throws in­ 
teresting light on Jacob (Yasha! 
Dzugashvili, Stalin's oldest son. The 
officer saw much of Yasha during 
their 14 months te e th e r os prison­ 
ers of the Germans a t Camp Brand­ 
enburg. 
Yasha was captured, along with 
rem nants of his motorized unit, dur­ 
ing the battle for Vitebsk early in 
1942. The man. then about 30, was 
ragged and half-starved. The G er­ 
m ans announced th at they had him, 
but no food, clothing or medical 
supplies ever were sent to him. He 
was saved from starvation within 
the camp by oilier prisoners. 
Extremely Diffident 
He was extremely diffident a t 
first, but eventually thawed out and 
became friends with the Polish offi­ 
cer. H ie officer introduced him once 
as "Capt. Stalin.” and Yasha im­ 
mediately corrected him. 
“My mime is 
Dzugashvili.” he 
said. "Stalin is the war name of 
mv father, and does not belong to 
me.’* 
Yasha admitted later th at he and 
his father seldom saw each other. 
As a son of Stalin’s first wile. he 
learned to resent the suceeding two*. 
As a young m an he was lieard 
pointing out w hat he believed to be 
flaws in the Soviet system, and was 
arrested by the Ogpu and charged 
a u h "plotting against the person of 
Stalin.” He was released and ap­ 
parently exiled from Mascow. 
Ynsha never Joined in quiet talk 
concerning the hopes of escape. 
“Where would I go?" he asked. 
"In the Russian Army an officer is 
not supposed to surrender. I could 
Have fought to the end.” 
Yasha’s adm iration for the Red 
Army remained enornioas at Brand­ 
enburg. the officer wTites. He me­ 
chanically sounded many Russian 
catch-phrases, including some which 
a rre surprising at th at stage of the 
war. 
He told tho officer th at the British 
would “fight to the last Frenchm an,

Yasha was removed suddenly one 
d iv. and the next day the Germans 
Claimed 
unearthing 
10.000 
Poles 
slain at K atyn by the Russians. The 
prisoners were told th at Poles in 
ihe camp m ight have killed Yasha 
for revenge, if he had not been 
im wed before the story broke. 
Yasha was liberated by the G I’s 
in the Munich rrea at the end of 
th* war and returned to the an- 
onymitv of his earlier life—or worse.

EUREKA. Kansas. Oct. 19—To 
those who are troubled about the 
financial outlook. I want to say 
th a t only as more families adopt 
careful Estate Planning will our n a­ 
tion reduce Its “booms and busts”. 
In other words, for every additional 
family providing for the future, the 
"booms” will be less dangerous; and 
the “depressions” will be less sev­ 
ere. I feel very certain about this. 
We give too much time to busi­ 
ness and too little to our children. 
A busy executive gives almost no 
time to thinking of the future which 
It to be a very essential p art to 
his 
later-life 
development. 
Also 
think of the fanner or businessman 
who has been pouring all his profits 
back into the farm or business. He 
sells out and finds himself with a 
grand bank balance, but no income 
until he puts his money to work. He 
has to sit down and do some very 
s e r io u s thinking. His entire future 
depends on it. 
Then there Is the widow with 
responsibilities left on her should­ 
ers for which she Is not prepared. 
How best In a short time can she 
get basic knowledge of the essen­ 
tials in management of her affairs? 
The answer is to read such books 
as her local banker will recommend 
or attend such a college as I and 
my friends have opened at the 
"Center of the U. 8.” 
Doctors Need "Check I . a” 
Then there is the medical man, 
whose prime interests are far re­ 
moved from the financial world. 
His success In his profession is 
largely due to his one-sided interest 
In It. But he runs into a problem. 
He must take a little pause, in or­ 
der to conserve what he has accum­ 
ulated and arrange hts affairs to 
good advantage. A short course in 
Estate Planning Is what he needs. 
These doctors are always “checking 
up” others but seldom take time to 
check up themselves physically or 
financially. 
If you are a beneficiary of a 
"tra st”. you may have all the confi­ 
dence in the world in the men who 
are handling things, but it is my 
advice th at you also get enough in­ 
vestment training so th at you can 
intelligently watdh them. Trust ben­ 
eficiaries who often consult with 
Trustees get the best service Trus­ 
tees usually are very glad to discuss 
such m atters if they feel you un­ 
derstand w hat you are discussing. 
Books and classes exist to help 
people get such training. 
Lawyers are often made custod­ 
ians of estates and get very well 
paid for such work. How r*uch time 
are such busy men giving to the 
study of investments? Lawyers want 


for general w*ork. HF has no en­ 
gineering or scientific degree. W hat 
he does have is the tireless curiosity 
of the born researcher. When he 
asked for top-opening type of ice 
box (such as cold drinks are stored 
in) he was provided with one.

Louis Charles Zapf, 33, son of 
Oeorge L and Afnes Regina Zapf, 
807 Shriver Avenue, died in Aile*

Police said they were called to the 
home about 4:30 p. rn. yesterday, 
gfter the youth's father discovered 
him lying in the garage in a pool of 
blood, with a bullet wound in his 
head and a 32 caliber revolver 
nearby. He was taken to Allegany 
Hospital but failed to regain con­ 
sciousness.
